CHEYENNE CANON. 

The electric car line lietween 
Colorado Springs nnd the wonder- 
fully wild and benutiful mountain 
and gorge known as South Cheyenne 
bears the tourist rapidly nnd easily 
over tho three miles intervening, 
nnd when tho terminus is reached 
we are surprised to lind every want 
anticipated, aud booths and pavilions 
shady and cool, in which "meals at 
all hours" nre waiting to lie served; 
easy chairs, rustic scats add benches,, 
all provided for those who seek these 
mountain haunts. 

Not being in any haste to go for- 
wnrd. for we were going to make u 
day of it, we seated ourselves and 
watched the panorama as it passed 
lief ore us. Every fifteen minutes 
another car load of ladles nrid gentle- 
men augmented the rapidly increas- 
ing numbers, until it seemed ns if 
the entire city was out for n holiday. 
The day wns mild and warm in 
middle September, the fro3ts hud 
touched the foliage with gorgeous 
tints, nnd the breezes bore on their 
gentle wings the aromatic odors of 
the spruce and pine, while hardy 
wild (lowers bloomed in every nich 
wherever the scanty soil could afford 
them clinging room. 

Carriages and sleek horses stood 
waiting to convey visitors through 
the accessible by-roads of the rocky 
fastnesses, while meek looking bur- 
ros, with eyes closed and ears blink- ■ 
iuir, stood patiently awaiting their 
expected burden?. 

Several little parties, mounted 
upon the backs of the trusty sure- 
footed little animals passed out of 
sijilit Up among the curves and 
chasms of the toilsome ascent, and 
a few gentlemen on horseback start- 
ed out but soon returned as the 
horses could not and would not 
climb the rugged slopes, where only 
a foot path could lie made to guide 
and assist the climbers. 

But we had resolved to go up by 
way of the staircase, and after treat- 
ing ourselves to n substantial 
1 n ncheon wo set out. Nearly half a 
mile of the wildest of mountain 
ways was accomplished when we 
stopped awhile to rest mid breath 
in the shadow of the "Pillars. of 
Hercules," twin rocks towering 1000 
feel nbovc our heads, as straight and 
perpindictilar as if set by the plum- 
met of a skilled workman, and whose 
sides were as smooth as if they had 
been cut mid chiseled, standing some 
(if teen feet apart, ns if n pathway 
through, these wilds has thus been 
provided. Upon one side of this 
narrow passage rushed and foamed 
ii broken mountain stream tumbling 
over or hurrying around the ob- 
structions in its course- 
Paying for admission at the toll 
gate we pressed on, and soon reach-' 
ed the staircase, n inemia of ascent 
made of stout planks, in some plac- 
es almost perpindicular and brok- 
en by seven landings, upon which 
arc placed secure rustic benches 
where the panting explorer may 
stop to breathe and partially Btill 
the violent heart beatings. At tho 
right at every laudiftg ia a bcatifuU 
lake into which themountain stream 
from above is pouring noisily nnd 
dizzily, nnd one may easily become 
giddy from the constant falling and 
foaming ot the hurrying water. 

At Inst the laborious usccnt is ac- 
complished and wo cross the. stream 
on n little foot bridge provided with 
a firm, hnud-rniliitg ami pause tolook 
down, down a distance of 2500 feet 
and the seven falls and seven lnkes 
of Ohoycnue Canon fall and roar be- 
neath our feet.

"Tlio era of nut cultivation. In thin 
country Js Just dawning/' says Chief 
Van Human, of tlio pomologlcnl divi- 
sion In tho department of Agrluulturc. 
"Keforo long, however, tho growing 
of nuts for market will bonoma an 
enormous Industry In tho United States, 
where now tha product do ponded upon 
for consumption Is either gntharod 
/run; wild trees or imported from 
abroad. Incidentally to Ilia clearing 
or the Innd far sellbimcnt nut-hsarliig 
trees nra being largely wiped out. and 
tho wild crop is naccsflarlly diminish- 
ing In proportion from year to yonr. 
This U'ospodally true ol the pecan, 
which tho piekars are fond at collect- 
ing by culling down Iho trees— a pro. 
coedlug that until rally loisoni the pro- 
duction Of subsequent 8e:i*on*. 

"It is only within the lust ten yonrs 
thut mil culture has been tried in tub 
country, but It h being widely taken 
up because of the targe pro lit-, obtained 
from it. and grout orchards of hundreds 
hnd even tbousitnds of trees are grow- 
ing or being plun ted on ovary hand. 
In canlrul California almond groves e( 
from 2, WW to fi.noo trees are not unu- 
sual, nnd In tha sou thorn part of the 
same state tbo KnglUlt walnut, proper- 
ly culled tbo Madeira nut. Is already 
extensively nilsed, Tho I'nglUh 
walnut Is grown also far market In 
most of tho other stato*. and on si. ami 
Island It is cultivated and sold grotm 
for plukles and catsup. Tua poean Is 
grown in orchards In tho South and 
Southwest, and the plaon. orpina nut, 
lliuugh quite unknown to puupla oust 
of the Mississippi, Is produced In Im- 
mense i) ii militias on the I'aollic slope. 
Wonderful results are obtained with 
nuts by tolccllou uud proper grafting, 
With such cure thoy Increuse surpris- 
ingly in site and bocomn thin shollad. 
Hero, far example, ure some paenns. 
I don't wonder that you nro astonished 
ut their bigness. Tho pocuns you are 
uueuitomod to sue havo bean will 
ones, whereas these, aro eultlvalul 
specimens. You will observe thut 
they are five or ftlx times ns big a » tho 
ordinary nuts and tholr ahoIU are so 
thin that you will notice I break this 
ono easily between my thumb and 
finger, Just aa I would u petnut, 

"Tho chestnut Is suscoptlbto of tlio 
snmosortof Improvement uml In nut 
less degree. It Is beginning to be ex- 
tensively planted und Is found a must 
prolliabta agricultural pioJucl. Yun 
nra familiar with tbo chestnut called 
the "roarron 1 that wq Import from 
abroad. It Is crown In China u'nd 
,1 a pun, as well us hi France, Spain, 
Italy and Portugal. In point of Havor 
it docs not nearly equal the American 
cbostnuL but it has a grout advnntago 
In paint at sizo, boing as big as a horde 
ehestnuL Now, we oi.ii grow these 
inn no a s parfcctly well In this country 
and nro already doing wo Inlhnoentr.il 
slates, along the Atlantic r.iul ns fur 
west ns tbo Mississippi. Orchard* of 
seedlings nro starting In many plncoj, 
nnd before lomr the innrron wilt he- 
euniu a pica ti fill uutivo crop. Tharo 
nro soma chctco varieties of American 
chestnuts, grown mostly along tha 
Apntachlau ntnge in North Carol Inn, 
Georgia and as far north us Now York, 
which are nearly as big as thu foreign 
kind. Hero are a few that, you sec, 
nro quite nil Inch nnd n halt in diame- 
ter. Thoso nro chestnuts well worth 
cultivating, 'lliere Is plenty of waste 
lnnd lying ubout that could bo mndo 
ndmlruble use of for choslnut planta- 
tions, end whun I tell you lhala single 
(rue can ba itittdo to hear /ram $10 to 
<50 worth of tho nuts each your you 
will perceive thnt the business ol r.iis-' 
log nuts Is wo II worth tho furmur's at- 
tention." .

within nrllltury raupa of Jonasboro, 
Tha presenco In that vicinity of so 
slronp a body of bluo-conls disturbed 
tha old rebel's.. pea ca of mind very 
much. 

Ha pave Hardoa commnnd of two 
corps »[ tha best troops ha hnd, nnd 
Informed liini vory Impressively tlmt 
tho t a nubility of Atlanta da pa tided on- 
tlrvly upon his ability, with tho aid 
or tho two oorps, to drlvu hack this 
body ot fudumts Into tho Flint river, 
And this ha win to do at tilt hazards. 
(In tha ufionumn of tho next day* Har- 
dfib mnda nn allort to oxocutu tlio or- 
dors of his superior officer by hurllna 
Mi cntiro forco upon tha lines ot tho 
Fllleonlh corps, nnd repeatedly boinp 
driven back, finally withdrew within 
his intrenched linen about Jonesboro, 
In those series of cliarpos nnd assaults

Vets., wo ware also inthuenpnpomont 
at Whistler Suitlon. Ala., April IS, 
18f]S, thus boinp la tho first and last 
cngapemonts. I wish coraradesof Co.

In all nit on of tho world riddles h Are 
provided nmuscmcnlfor the ingenious, 
tho wlio nnd tho witty. 

They nro found In all languages and 
haro boon a lotirso of diversion to nil 
classes of people, from tha grave phi* 
losophcr In his study to tho marry 
cfowji in tho circus, whllo anciently 
tho puessur of riddles was supposed to 
boplltcd. And whllo this piny upon 
words Is a sort of witty pasllmo with 
ur. tho rlddlo anca hohl a far higher 
place. After Inventing 11, men begna 
to uirvko it into n kind of game, Huts 
wcro'mnilo on the answer and wide* 
;ho*on, each side backing Its cham- 
pion, and It Is related thai King Solo- 
mon once won a largo sum of money 
for his superior wit In guessing riddles. 
Thn oldest rlddlo on record, with 
which no doubt ovoryono is familiar, 
may bo found in the book of Judges, 
chapter 14, verse* 14-18, 

Tho rlddlo propounded by. tho fablod 
Sphinx to tho people of Tbobos is prob- 
ably tho most celebrated In tho long 
list of philosophical riddles, tho so- 
lution ot which won far <Xp!du* (ion 
ol Lofus, king ol Thebes) a kingdom: 
"What Is that which goes on four 
legs in tho morning, two In tho day- 
time, nnd la the evening on throe?" - 
Tho answer is Man, who creeps In 
Infancy, walks erect In maturity, and 
In old sge uses a staff. 

Tbo Germans ask, "What can go In 
tho face of tbo sun and yet leave, no 
shadow?" Answer, tho wind. 

Tho African puts it In this way: 
"What fltos forever and never rests?" 
and tbo Ferslan says, "What Is wing- 
less and legless, yot flics fast, and la 
never Imprisoned?" 

Clcobulus, one of tho "Seven Wlso 
Men of Greoco, " was a famous riJdlo 
maker, his rlddlo Of tha year boinp an 
example of his skill In that lino: 
"There is a father with twlco six sons. 
Tboso sons have thirty daughters 
apiece, parti-colored, having one 
cheek white and tha other black, who 
never too each other's face, or live 
above twenty-four hours." Answer— 
"The year, months nnd days." 

This fs not very witty, but what 
mcdltcvnl enigma Is? 

Tho rlddlo was much cultivated In 
tbo middle ages. An old book en- 
titled "Domnnds Joyous." but which 
wo should term -amusing questions, 
wns printed by Wynkan do Wonle, tho 
second expert printer, In 1S11. From 
this book, ol which there is said to bo 
but ono Copy extant, wo cull a few 
"Demands." 

"Who wero tho persons who oneo 
made all, sold nil, bought all nnd lost 
all?" Answer— "A smith roado an 
awl and sold It to a shoemaker, who 
lost It." 

"What Is tho worst bestowed charity 
that wo can glvoP" Answer— "Alms 
to a blind man, for he would bo glad 
to soe tho person hanged who gave It 
to him," 

"What is thnt that never freeze th?" 
Answar— "Boiling water." 

"What man pottolh hut living hack- 
ward?" Auswor— "Tho rope maker." 
Tho Boformntlon put a stop to riddle- 
making for awhile, but in the seven- 
teenth century it rovlvad again, and In 
Franco It noon rivaled In popularity 
tho chanson und inadrlgnL 

A rlddlo ascribed to Canning, where, 
by tho addition of a latter, tho word 
"cares" is changed into one ol the 
sweotest words in tho English Inn- 
gunge, is vory fine. It runs ns follows: 
"A word there is ot plural number, 
Foe t > sasa and tranquil slumber, 
Any other -word you take, 
And odd an V twill plural make. 
But If you add aa V to this. 
So strange tlio mainrnorphasti, 
Plural la plural now no more 
And sweet what bitter was before."

It is, portiapi, not generally known 
thai thu Croxvn Trinco of Austria is 
ono of tha greatest philanthropists of 
Iho age. 1 ki tine; thu life of tho lain 
Crown I'rlnco ltudolf ho was a person- 
age of very llltto importance even In 
his own country. Ills Immense, wealth, 
however, gnvo him a certain social 
presilge, whilst his refined tasta aod 
general culture rendered him no 
authority npmi literature and art. 

As lime passed lie began to reallzo 
that ho could bettor organize bis work 
in tlio capltol than elsewhere. lie 
theroforo established himself In Vienna, 
where he soon began lo bo regard oil as 
u general bouctuclor. Ho m mica took 
tlio load Iu overt* movement far im- 
proving I ho 01 1 ml it in it of tlio working 
el asses. II is u a erg v wa 1 1 ti r n cd c h i e tly 
in lhe direction of establishing tech- 
nical schools and hospitals, lie also 
coulrlbuled largely to nil existing 
charities, 

l'crhnps tha un happiness of Ids Ufa 
has had much to do with Uiu soften log 
of tits character, He has Ir.ul more 
than his fnlr share of sorrow. When 
in 1853 he was appointed Viceroy of 
Tvrol aud brought wit 1 1 him ids bride, 
n'Saxnn l'rlucess, IhoTyrolcsu popula- 
liou united lu giving Itiom a weicoma 
such as no sovereign had received 
there for centuries. 

WUhln a year his young bride— a. 
girl of Hovputeon iummors--died sud- 
denly. In the morulng the young 
Archduchess was seemingly In porfcut 
health; before nightfall sbo had passed 
jiwiiv. So passionately altached to Ids 
yetiug wlfo was ha that whon she died 
fears weru enlurtis.tneil lest his Intooso 
grlcf should ctfect hi* reason. 

Sorrow ha* undoubtedly Iclt lis mark 
upon tho mnti. Ho is now 67 year* of 
age, lin 1 looks much older, owing 
mainly to tho oxprosslon of sadness 
which, It Is said, never leaves his face. 
In 1BC2, at tho urgent outreaty ot thu 
Emperor, liu married a second lime. 
Ilia hridowns Urn l'rlucess Annunclnla, 
of Naples, who ulso died, leaving him 
two sou* and a daughter. 



Aneoitoto* or tho Prince Imperial, 

Tliaru lira many pleasant incident* 
to lie lohl ef thu Prince Imperial. Tho 
deep melancholy ascribed, to hlin cer- 
tainly did uot appear on iho surface.

It Is 
attracted by almost everything in the 
house, from sugar lo shoo polish, and 
from bath sponges lo dead cockroaches. 
It uaems to brood wllh enormous 
fecundity, and the Incidental killing 
off of a thousand qr 10 hue llttlo ofTect 
upon tho apparent number. A house 
badly infested with those o ran tu res Is 
almost un inhabitable. Thoy form 
their nests In* almost any socludod spot, 
belwaou tho waits, or undur tho floors, 
or behind the bnie-boards, or among 
tint trash in aomo old box or trunk, or 
In tho lawnorgnrdon walk juat Outside 
tbo door. In each el thoao nests sav~ 
end females will bo found, o ioli laying 
her hundreds of oggs, and attended by 
a retinue of workers caring for tho 
liirvto, nnd stalling put from dawn till 
dark on foruglng oxpedlllons In long, 
tilnglo lllus. like Indians on tho war- 
path. 

Our first recommend nt ion Is to find 
tbo polnl from which they nil come. 
They may have built tho nost In aomo 
ucecsstblo apot. In which case n little 
kcrosonuoil willeud a largo part, If nut 
all, of tlio trouble. If tho neat is in 
the wall, or under Uto floor, nnd ink. 
Ing up a board will not bring It within 
react), find tho nearest uccusalble point 
and devote your energies to killing tho 
ants off as they nppenr, Whoro tho 
nesta aro eulaldo nothing Is easier than 
ta find them and to doatroy the inhabi- 
tants, with kcrosono or blaulphldo ot 
carbon, Tho ncits arc almost always 
in tho vicinity of tho homo. Tho ants 
am peculiarly susceptible to tho notion 
of pyre th rum tn any form, bo It Per- 
sian or Dalmatian powder or buhncb, 
and a froo and porslstout use of this 
powder will accomplish much.— Dr. C
